"WASHINGTON, June 6. — Chairman 
Dingleyof the house ways mnd means 
commitMe made the report to the 
house on the senate resolution to pro- 
hibit the issue of bonds without -u'hor 
iiy from congress.

The report says it is nor proposed by 


the senate bill to repeal so much of the 
resumption act as authorizes the secre- 
tary of the treasury to borrow money tc 
make the resumption, yet thi* is the 
legal effect of tho language of the Mil. 
Attempt to cloud this repeal by refer- 
ence to further authority of congress is 
meaningless verbiage, for one knows 
without a declaration to this effect that 
congress may at its will repeal sec- 
tions of a law. To propose an issue for 
the maintenance of tlie gold reserve 
would be. useless. 
One-'excuse which has been given for 


the passage of the senate bill is that the 
secretary" of the treasury has sold bonds 
to syndicates instead of offering them 
first as popular'loans. The report says, 
while wt-. sympathize with this criti- 
cism, yet this affords substantial ground 
for amending tiic law so as to require 
the Kinds issued under it to be first of- 
fered to the American people and not 
ground for the absolute repeal of aU 
authority to borrow iu an emergency. 


An excuse is that the secretary of the 


treasury has indirectly issued and Bold 
bonds to meet the delicioucy of reve- 
nues by usinc tliR redeemed United 
States legal tender notes for current ex- 
penses, and thus placing them in a po- 
sition for a second redemption. This 
affords ground for such legislation as 
•will make it impossible to continue this 
practice, but not satisfactory ground 
for taking from the secretary all power 
to borrow for the purpose of maintain- 
taining the redemption fund.

Wnnout moving 
the frame from the bed on which it has 
been used at night it may be detached 
from the horizontal rail* and hung from 
the knobs on the inclined ones. By add- 
ing one or two pillows above the one in- 
serted in the clips a most delightful rest 
for the back is provided, and one top 
pillow resting in its upper portion 
against the back of the bed makes an 
ideal head rest. .For packing or remov- 
ing, the frame comes quickly to pieces by 
unfastening the sis nuts at the ends of 
the bars of iron, and when put together 
again they should be turned with a pair 
of pliers, to tighten them.—Philadelphia 
Times.
